Born in England in 1930, Mills emigrated to Canada in 
1953 and became a Canadian citizen in 1958. He received his BA from 
the University of British Columbia and his MA, on a Woodrow Wilson 
Fellowship, from Stanford. At present, John Mills teaches at 


Simon Fraser University.
